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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

Annual  Meeting,  November  12,  1945 

APPARENTLY  the  founders  of  this  Society  were  a  Httle 
JLJL  apprehensive  with  reglard  to  the  kind  of  presidents  the  future 
mig-ht  bring-  forth,  a  foreboding  which  time  has  perhaps  justified. 
Their  concern  was  such  that  they  did  what  they  could  to  make 
sure  that  whomsoever  the  Society,  wisely  or  unwisely,  elevated  to 
that  position  should  in  one  respect  at  least  do  his  duty.  Into  the 
by-laws  they  inserted  the  stipulation  that  at  the  annual  meeting  he 
should  deliver  an  address.  They  seem  to  have  had  a  lurking  fear. 
however,  that  in  some  cases  this  might  be  asking  too  much. 
Therefore,  for  him  and  for  those  who  might  he  compelled  to 
listen  to  him  they  provided  a  way  of  escape.  Should  he  hap- 
pen to  be  a  person  incapalile  of  such  an  achievement — it  is  not 
so  stated  but  so  I  think  it  may  be  fairly  inferred — he  might 
arrange  for  someone  else  to  assume  the  responsibility.  The  more 
one  contemplates  the  acts  of  our  predecessors,  the  more  one  is 
impressed  with  their  foresig"ht  and  wisdom. 

Though  quite  conscious  O'f  his  limitations,  having  lived  long 
enough  to  encounter  the  most  of  them,  your  president  for  the 
time  being  is  venturing  to  shoulder  the  responsibility  himself. 
It  seems  to  him  a  peculiarly  fitting  time  for  something  to  be  said 
to  the  members  about  the  history,  achievements,  possibilities,  and 
needs  of  this  organization.  While  the  actual  transaction  of  its 
business  is  largely  committed  to  its  board  of  directors,  its  mem- 
bers constitute  it ;  it  is  their  Society,  with  all  in  the  way  of  rights 
and  duties  that  that  implies.  It  has  been  our  good  fortune,  also, 
during  the  past  year,  thanks  to  the  activities  oi  an  efficient  mem- 
bership committee,  to  have  added  some  125  names  to  our  rolls. 
It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  these  newcomers  have  some 
curiosity  about  that  of  which  they  are  now  a  part.  It  will  be 
my  endeavor,  therefore,  to  refresh  the  minds  of  the  older  mem- 
bers and  to  enlighten  those  of  the  new. 

Approaching  us,  not  far  around  the  corner,  is  the  eighty-fifth 
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anniversary  of  the  Society's  inception.  Highly  significant  his- 
tory was  being  made  at  that  time.  The  country  was  torn  asunder 
and  the  issues  involved  in  the  Civil  War  hung  in  the  balances. 
It  was  October  1862.  Previously  a  memorial  signed  by  Thomas 
R.  Trowbridge  and  twenty-two  other  citizens  of  New  Haven  had 
been  presented  to  the  Common  Council,  requesting  that  a  room 
be  set  aside  in  the  City  Hall  for  the  use  of  a  historical  associa- 
tion. Although  such  associations  were  common  elsewhere,  the 
petitioners  affirmed,  none  existed  in  what  was  once  the  Colony  oi 
New  Haven.  Their  plea  that  the  enterprise  should  have  the 
support  of  the  city  was  based  on  the  argument  that  such  institu- 
tions serve  public  ends  by  affording  facilities  for  determining 
questions  of  boundaries,  water  courses,  and  other  problems  that 
frequently  arise,  and  that  they  also  foster  interest  in  the  com- 
munity and  regard  for  its  welfare. 

The  petition  was  granted  and  on  October  27th  thirteen  gentle- 
men met  by  invitation  at  the  house  of  William  A.  Reynolds  on 
Elm  Street,  built  over  the  cellar  of  John  Davenport's  residence. 
A  committee  of  five,  consisting  of  Henry  White,  Leonard  Bacon, 
Horace  Day,  Frederick  Croswell,  and  Henry  Bronson,  was 
chosen  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  organization  of  the  contemplated 
society.  Having  done  this,  they  called  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of 
New  Haven,  which  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  mayor,  Hermanus 
M.  Welch,  on  Nov.  14,  1862,  at  wliich  twenty-seven  persons  were 
present.  That  evening  this  Society  was  formally  constituted.  Its 
first  officers  were  Henry  White,  president ;  Eben  E.  Beardsley, 
vice-president;  Horace  Day,  secretary;  and  William  S.  Chanley, 
treasurer.  At  the  next  meeting  the  first  of  the  many  papers  that 
flutter  down  the  years  was  read  by  President  White.  For  his 
subject  he  had  chosen  "The  History  of  Cutler  Corner." 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  eighty- 
three  ensuing  years  of  the  Society's  history,  interesting  as  it 
might  prove.  Its  early  growth,  I  suspect,  was  more  in  possessions 
than  in  membership,  for  books,  pamphlets,  papers,  and  antiquities 
of  various  kinds  were  steadily  accumulated ;  yet  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  1884,  twenty-two  years  after  the  Society  was  organized, 
the  secretary  proudly  noted  in  the  minutes  that  the  attendance 
was  the  largest  at  any  annual  meeting — thirty-five.  It  is  possible, 
of  course,  that,  as  at  the  stated  meetings  of  churches  and  some 
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other  organizations,  the  attendance  should  not  l^e  taken  as  a  fair 
indication  of  the  total  membership.  Whatever  may  have  been  the 
reason,  the  room  on  the  third  floor  of  the  City  Hall  became  inade- 
quate. At  one  period  the  Society  met  in  the  Insurance  Building", 
and  at  another,  in  the  old  State  House.  Its  vagrancy  seemed  to 
have  ended  when  in  1893  an  attractive  and  adequate  home  was 
provided  for  it  at  144  Grove  Street,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Henry  F. 
English,  in  memory  of  his  father,  the  former  Governor  James 
Edward  English  and  his  wife,  Caroline  Fowler  EngHsh.  Later, 
however,  the  expansion  of  Yale  University,  caused  the  Society 
to  transfer  the  property  to  Yale,  and  on  September  21,  1929  the 
beautiful  memorial  building  where  we  are  met  to-night  was 
dedicated. 

Could  those  gentlemen  who  assembled  over  John  Davenport's 
cellar  on  that  distant  day  somehow  make  their  escape  from  the 
vasty  halls  of  death  and  revisit  the  city  they  loved,  the  interests 
of  which  were  much  on  their  hearts,  they  probably  would  not  look 
with  favor  upon  some  of  the  changes  time  has  brought ;  but  they 
would  feel,  I  think,  that  their  hopes  for  the  little  historical  society 
they  started  had  been  realized  more  fully  even  than  they  had 
dreamed.  They  would  rejoice  that  the  monthly  meetings  they 
inaugurated  had  been  continued  through  the  years,  though,  if 
they  attended  some  of  them,  they  might  courteously  conceal  the 
feeling  that  the  papers  presented  did  not  always  quite  come  up  to 
the  high  standard  set  by  such  men  as  Leonard  Bacon,  E.  E. 
Beardsley,  Franklin  B.  Dexter,  and  Simeon  Baldwin.  They  would 
be  made  happy,  however,  by  the  discover}',  as  they  strolled  through 
the  roomi  below,  that  the  books  they  contributed  to  form  the 
nucleus  of  a  library,  as  did  the  founders  of  Yale  College,  had 
now  become  a  collection  of  thousands  of  volumes  and  pamphlets, 
accessible  daily  to  the  public,  and  constantly  used  by  those 
interested  in  genealogy  and  local  history.  They  would  gaze  with 
keenest  interest  at  the  portraits,  prints  and  engravings,  the  furni- 
ture of  various  periods,  the  relics  and  antiquities  that  have  been 
acquired  by  the  Society  or  intrusted  to  its  keeping.  They  would 
listen,  I  am  sure,  with  much  gratification  to  the  reading  of  an 
extract  from  the  will  of  the  late  William  S.  Pardee,  bequeathing 
to  the  Society  the  old  Morris  House  at  Morris  Cove,  to  serve  as 
"a  center  of  the  civic  life  of  the  neighborhood;  where  citizens, 
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and  neighbors,  and  civic  officers  may  gather,  and  the  children  play 
and  learn,  and  all  with  the  kindly  benediction  of  the  past  above  it." 

Such,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  is  the  heritage  which  the  founders 
and  their  successors  have  delivered  into  our  keeping.  How  are 
we  administering  it?  How  in  the  face  of  things  as  they  are  ought 
we  try  to  administer  it?  We  must  keep  faith  with  the  founders 
and  with  those  who  since  their  time  have  contributed  substantially, 
financially  and  otherwise,  to  its  maintenance ;  yet  in  three  quarters 
of  a  century  changes  that  could  not  be  foreseen  take  place  and, 
while  their  objective  remains  the  same,  the  procedure  O'f  institu- 
tions has  to  be  adjusted  and  readjusted  to  the  needs  and  limitations 
of  succeeding  eras. 

From  its  original  purpose  the  Society  has  not  departed,  though 
that  purpose  has  perhaps  been  somewhat  broadened  and  ought, 
it  may  be,  to  be  broadened  more.  As  first  conceived,  the  Society 
was  to  be  a  repository  of  historical  material  and  an  agency  by 
which  the  people  of  this  community  might  he  constantly  reminded 
of  what  had  gone  into  the  making  of  it,  in  the  hope  that  they 
would  thereby  be  inspired  to  prove  themselves  worthy  of  their 
heritage.  Its  influence  was  to  be  exerted  through  the  collection 
of  books,  which  anyone  might  consult ;  the  preservation  of  sug- 
gestive relics,  spread  out  before  the  view  of  young  and  old ;  the 
publications  of  historical  information ;  and  monthly  meetings  for 
the  presentation  of  matters  relating"  to  former  days.  Social  and 
other  activities  that  indirectly  serve  the  main  purpose  are  of  course 
legitimate,  but  the  fact  that  this  is  a  historical  society  must  not  be 
lost  sight  of  or  be  bedimmed. 

It  may  fairly  be  questioned,  however,  whether  the  somewhat 
restricted  historical  interest  of  the  founders  should  be  that  of 
their  successors.  It  was  concerned  chiefly  with  the  colonial  period 
and  with  this  iuMnediate  vicinity.  In  thumbing  through  the  early 
records  I  did  not  discover  the  slightest  reference  to  the  momentous 
events  that  were  taking  place  in  the  nation  at  that  time.  One 
experienced  the  sensation  of  being  in  a  sound-proof  room  hung 
with  old  tapestries,  into  which  not  a  murmur  of  the  turmoil  outside 
penetrated.  Some  of  the  subjects  discussed  were  as  follows: 
"Early  Covenants  and  Agreements  of  the  New  Haven  Colonists," 
"History  of  Long  Wharf,"  "Early  History  of  Trinity  Church," 
"The  Old  Names  of  Different  Localities  in  New  Haven,"  "Some 
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Early  Memibers  of  the  New  Haven  Bar,"  "Hi&tory  of  t'he  Par- 
sonage of  the  Old  Bliss  Meeting-  House,"  "Early  Maritime  Affairs 
of  New  Haven,"  "History  of  Durham."  The  papers  embodied 
the  results  of  careful  research  and  were  prepared  with  a  view  to 
publication,  for,  with  the  consent  of  the  reader,  they  might  be 
chosen  to  api>ear  in  a  series  of  historical  collections  to  be  issued 
by  the  Society.  Happily  a  considerable  number  of  them  have 
been  preserved  in  the  nine  volumes  which  have  thus  far  appeared. 

That  the  interest  of  the  members  in  the  early  days  should  have 
had  this  somewhat  restricted  range  was  natural  and  desirable. 
The  accumulation  and  preservation  of  both  relics  and  information 
that  would  make  New  Haven,  and  in  some  measure  the  adjacent 
towns,  conscious  of  the  conditions  and  the  kind  of  people  that  had 
created  the  civic  life  of  these  communities  was  the  purpose  of  the 
Society's  existence.  It  should  Ibe  recalled,  also,  that  in  1862  there 
were  persons  living  who  could  remember  events  back  as  far  as 
Jefferson's  day  at  least,  and  whose  parents  and  grandparents  were 
of  the  colonial  period.  "To  preserve  such  traditions  as  now  exist 
only  in  the  memories  of  aged  persons"  was  one  of  the  avowed 
reasons  for  the  Society's  estaWishment.  Its  members  were 
gathering  material  for  the  beginning  of  a  panorama;  it  was 
necessary  that  they  be  concerned  chiefly  with  the  early  scenes. 

We  may  assume,  I  am  sure,  that  tliey  expected  that  this 
panorama  would  be  unfolded  by  their  successors.  The  stream  of 
history  moves  fast.  When  the  infants  of  to-day  reach  maturity 
they  will  be  farther  removed  from  1862  than  the  founders  of  this 
Society  were  from  colonial  times,  and  some  of  the  things  of  the 
middle  nineteenth  century  wall  seem  as  antique  to  them  as  anything 
in  this  building  does  to  us.  To  their  children  the  things  of  to-day 
will  be  comparatively  remote.  The  stream  of  history  in  its  onward 
rush  also  widens  and  becomes  more  complex  and  varied.  Should 
some  of  our  former  members  look  into  a  certain  room  in  this 
building  and  find  fifty  or  so  golf  sticks,  representing  in  a  way 
the  development  of  that  sport  in  Connecticut,  they  would  not 
perhaps  know  at  what  they  were  looking;  yet  sports  have  become 
an  influential  part  of  American  life,  and  the  things  we  play  with 
have  a  historical  significance  as  well  as  the  beds  our  ancestors 
slept  in  and  the  dishes  from  which  they  ate. 

Neither  in  its  collecting,  therefore,  nor  in  the  discussions  at 
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these  monthly  meetings,  should  the  interest  of  this  org-anization, 
in  spite  of  its  name,  be  centered  in  the  colonial  period.  If  it  is, 
we  shall  merely  faster  a  museum  and  not  'be  a  historical  society  in 
the  full  sense  of  the  term.  We  should  look  to  the  past  and  bring 
our  material  down  to  date ;  we  should  look  to  the  future  and 
assemble  what  will  be  useful  to  those  who  will  look  black  to  our 
own  time.  In  our  meetings  there  should  be  some  discussion  of 
contemporary  problems  in  the  light  of  former  traditions  and 
ideals.  Among  the  things  that  our  archives  and  display  rooms 
should  include  are  suggested  by  a  book  entitled  Local  History : 
Hozv  to  Gather  It,  Write  It,  and  Publish  It,  by  Donald  D.  Parker 
and  Bertha  E.  Josepheson.  The  items  listed  include  histories  of 
near  by  localities ;  flamily  histories  and  biographies ;  military 
records ;  city,  telephone,  commercial,  and  fraternal  directories ; 
maps,  photographs,  anniversary  addresses  and  sermons ;  private 
letters  and  diaries ;  local  papers  and  periodicals ;  census  reports ; 
heirlooms  and  rehcs ;  business  records,  church  registers,  cemetery 
inscriptions. 

It  may  be  observed  that  here  in  New  Haven  we  have  an  excel- 
lent public  library  and  one  of  the  larger  university  libraries,  where 
many  of  these  can  be  consulted.  Such  indeed  is  the  case  and  there 
will  doubtless  he  some  duplication  and,  occasionally,  perhaps, 
friendly  competition  for  desirable  acquisitions.  On  the  other 
hand,  a  pubhc  library  has  to  provide  general  reading  matter  and 
cannot  specialize  in  historical  material.  The  local  University, 
rich  of  course  in  such  material,  is,  however,  a  private  institution; 
and  while  it  is  most  generous  in  granting  privileges  to  properly 
quaUfied  persons,  the  average  citizen  is  a  little  hesitant  about  seek- 
ing information  there  and,  if  he  enters  the  library,  a  little  awed 
perhaps  by  his  surroundings.  While  privately  controlled,  this 
building  is  a  pu'blic  institution,  and  the  nimilber  of  young  and 
old  who  enter  it  indicates  that  they  recognize  it  as  such  and  feel 
they  have  a  rig'ht  here.  We  are  under  obligation  to  have  for 
them  and  for  future  generations  as  rich  and  varied  a  collection  as 
our  means  make  possible.  I  might  add,  also,  that  we  are  under 
obligation  to  provide  this  for  the  sake  of  our  own  reputation. 

How  definitely  it  was  in  the  minds  of  the  founders  that  this 
Society  was  to  take  its  place  with  the  public  library,  the  schools, 
the  churches,  as  a  civic  agency  the   story  of   its  origin  makes 
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clear.  Their  plea  that  quarters  in  the  City  Hall  be  assij^ned  to 
it  was  based  on  the  assumption  that  it  would  be  of  service  to  the 
city.  Its  consititution  was  adopted  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  mayor's 
office,  and  down  to  the  present  day  the  mayor  and  the  town  clerk 
are  ex-officio  members  of  its  board  of  directors.  The  call  to  that 
meeting;'  was  addressed  to  the  citizens  of  New  Haven.  In  this 
conception  of  its  function  as  well  as  in  maintaining  its  historical 
significance  we  have  not  departed  from  its  original  purpose.  Its 
membership,  as  at  the  beginning,  is  open  to  all  citizens,  irrespective 
of  race,  creed,  or  occupation.  In  recruiting  its  ranks  invitations 
have  been  based  in  part  on  the  assurance  that  whatever  one  may 
or  may  not  get  out  of  it  personally,  in  joining  it  one  is,  at  a  slight 
cost,  giving  support  to  a  useful  institution ;  and  the  fact  that  some 
who  live  outside  New  Haven  but  still  feel  an  attachment  to  it,  and 
others  who  are  residents  but  seldom  attend  our  meetings,  though 
we  wish  they  did,  are  members  is  evidence  that  they  recognize 
such  to  be  the  case.  Its  doors  are  open  to  the  public  every  week 
day,  and  soon  perhaps  will  be  on  Sundays.  Some  here  may  be 
surprised  to  learn  that  from  January  1st  to  November  1st,  8,<S40 
visits  to  this  jjuilding  have  been  made.  A  considerable  number 
of  the  visitors  have  been  children  brought  here  by  their  teachers ; 
others  have  come  to  use  the  library;  some  to  seek  information 
from  the  curator;  and  there  have  been  of  course  the  attendants 
at  the  monthly  meetings.  During  the  past  year  the  custom  has 
been  inaugurated  of  permitting  certain  other  organizations  to  use 
this  building,  without  financial  profit  to  the  Society,  for  exhibits, 
addresses,  or  meetings  of  a  character  not  inappropriate  to  our 
purposes  and  traditions.  This  has  not  only  opened  up  a  new 
avenue  of  service  to  the  community,  but  has  awakened  interest 
in  the  Society  in  some  who  formerly  knew  little  about  it.  During 
the  coming  year  an  energetic  w^omen's  committee  is  planning  to 
arrange  special  exhibits  which  will  doubtless  be  both  interesting 
and  informative  and  also  help  to  create  community  consciousness 
of  the  Society.  Its  usefulness,  gratifying  as  it  is,  could  be 
enlarged  and  varied  if  the  means  were  available. 

Needless  to  say,  its  maintenance  and  the  extension  of  the  activi- 
ties essential  to  its  reputation  require  adequate  financial  resources. 
At  the  present  time  such  resources  are  not  adequate.  Individuals 
have  in  the  past  made  bequests  for  special  purposes  which  are  of 
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great  assistance.  The  Pardee-Morris  House  is  provided  for ; 
there  are  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  pictures ;  for  publi- 
cations ;  and  for  a  few  other  objects.  Some,  if  not  all  of  these, 
could  be  supplemented  advantageously.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  goodly  example  of  those  who  established  them  will  be  imitated 
by  others  in  sympathy  with  the  Society's  aims,  and  especially  that 
they  will  add  to  the  funds  devoted  to  general  purposes.  In  con- 
siderable part,  these  have  to  be  cared  for  now  from  membership 
dues.  There  are  approximately  425  members.  Obviously  the 
income  from  them  is  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  upkeep  of  this 
building,  salaries,  and  the  cost  of  the  activities  which  should  be 
undertaken.  During  the  coming  year  the  membership  should  be 
brought  up  to  500  at  least,  though  this  increase  would  not  solve 
the  problem.  By  inviting  acquaintances  to  join  or  by  bringing 
their  names  to  the  attention  of  the  membership  committee  you 
who  are  here,  and  others  who  are  not,  could  be  of  material 
assistance. 

I  might  enumerate  some  of  the  tasks  that  need  to  be  accom- 
plished. We  have  in  this  building,  for  example,  safely  stored 
away,  a  mass  of  material,  especially  pamphlets  and  papers.  No 
one  knows  how  valuable  historically  or  how  worthless  some  of  them 
are.  They  should  be  examined  and  if  found  of  value  made  avail- 
able to  any  who  might  want  to  consult  them.  There  are  objects 
that  should  be  labeled,  so  that  observers  may  appreciate  their 
significance.  An  occasional  bulletin  describing  recent  acquisitions 
or  other  matters  of  interest  mig'ht  be  issued  and  sent  to  members 
and  others,  thus  stimulating  an  awareness  of  the  Society's  exist- 
ence and  value.  Such  proposals,  however,  imply  the  presence  of 
means  that  are  not  now  at  hand. 

This  outline  of  the  Society's  possibilities  is,  I  am  aware,  a 
somewhat  ambitious  one.  That  it  can  be  put  into  effect  in  the 
immediate  future  is  not  to  be  expected.  Nevertheless,  it  may  be 
useful  as  a  guide  and  may  stimulate  progress.  Most  essential 
is  it  tliat  consciousness  that  into  our  keeping  public  spirted  citizens 
of  the  past  have  reposed  a  trust  should  not  be  allowed  to  grow 
dull  nor  our  interest  in  fostering  it  be  permitted  to  cool.

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REPORT  ON  THE  OLD  MORRIS  HOUSE 

IN  December  1941  Morris  House  faced  another  war  from  which 
it  emerged  miharmed  in  August  1945,  to  prolong  still  further 
the  two  and  a  half  centuries  of  its  existence.  Again  the  lantern 
of  the  Reverend  Naphtali  Daggett,  acting  President  of  Yale  Uni- 
versity in  1799,  hangs  in  the  hall  as  it  formerly  did,  and  the  pleas- 
ant custom  of  the  Society's  Tea  in  the  House  and  herb  garden 
will  be  resumed  this  summer. 

During  the  winter  months,  from  November  until  spring,  the 
House  remains  closed  to  visitors,  but  it  is  occupied  at  all  times  by 
Mrs.  Bates  and  some  of  her  family.  In  May  she  is  prepared  to 
welcome  all  who  come,  most  happily  and  graciously. 

Only  essential  replacements  have  been  undertaken  during  these 
war  years,  since  work  of  the  type  required  for  the  House  must 
be  done  by  hands  trained  and  lovingly  accustomed  to  work  where 
other  hands  have  fashioned  with  such  permanence  and  skill.  How- 
ever, it  was  essential  to  install  a  new  furnace  in  the  main  body 
of  the  House,  elevated  this  time  to  escape  the  springs  which  run 
underneath  the  building.  Important  electric  wiring  effecting  the 
entire  flow  of  current  into  the  House  was  of  necessity  replaced 
during  months  of  anxious  waiting  lest  both  heat  and  light  fail. 

Soon  May  will  be  here,  when  you  will  find  the  garden  as  the 
beech  enclosures  turn  to  copper,  filled  with  the  perfume  of  lemon 
thyme,  of  lavender,  of  boxwood,  fragrant  in  the  sun ;  and  in  the 
coach  house,  the  silver  trimmed  coach  and  the  gig  manufactured 
in  New  Haven  years  ago.  The  House  in  the  lovely  serenity  of 
its  long  years  of  living,  its  interior  much  as  it  must  have  been 
when  the  Morris  family  occupied  it,  contains  some  rarely  beauti- 
ful furniture.  Most  of  these  pieces  are  from  the  well  known 
Francis  Brady  Garvan  Collection  of  early  Americana  loaned 
through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  the  Yale  University  Gallery 
of  the  Fine  Arts.  Will  you  not  come  and  enjoy  its  quiet,  ancient 
charm?

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REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES  COMMITTEE 

THE  Ladies  Committee  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical 
Society  has  been  able  to  exhibit  some  of  the  valued  and  inter- 
esting possessions  treasured  within  its  building.  Beginning  with 
the  seventeenth  century,  it  made  possible  a  glimpse  into  Governor 
Guerdon  Saltonstall's  study  at  the  period  when  he  was  minister 
of  the  Congregational  Church  in  New  London.  This  revealed  a 
candle-lit,  pine-panelled  room  with  his  desk,  his  books,  his 
Lowestoft  plates  and  his  quill  pen  and  sander  resting  where  he 
had  placed  them  upon  completing  the  sermon  for  the  following 
Sabbath.  Upon  the  chest  behind  him,  a  deep  bowl  of  warm  metal, 
a  gift  of  his  admiring  parishioners,  glowed  in  the  softly  lighted 
chamber;  while  beneath  the  beautiful  old  clock,  an  umbrella  with 
ringed  ferrule  stood  as  he  had  left  it.  Into  this  study  his  little 
granddaughter  had  come  to  see  her  delighted  grandparent  and 
there,  left  behind  her,  could  be  seen  against  the  back  of  the  sturdy 
high  chair  he  kept  there  for  her  visits,  her  tiny  muslin  bonnet  with 
its  exquisite  workmanship. 

The  next  exhibition  was  of  the  eighteenth  century.  A  drawing 
room  with  walls  of  colonial  blue,  contained  portraits  of  Nathaniel 
and  Abigail  Brinsmade,  the  work  of  the  New  Milford  artist  J. 
William  Jennys,  and  of  Mrs.  William  Rice,  by  Durand.  A  beau- 
tiful small  patterned  rug  true  to  the  period,  damask  curtains  of  old 
Venetian  red,  a  cupboard  with  rare  flip  glass  and  old  pewter,  prints, 
an  Ingersoll  sofa  and  chairs,  and  a  tea  table  set  beside  the  fire  with 
the  chess  board  ready  for  the  evening's  game  completed  the  picture, 
recalling  the  amenities  of  a  century  when  life  shaped  gently  and 
colorfully  the  days  of  our  ancestors.  All  of  the  articles  which  com- 
posed this  display  belong  to  the  Society  or  are  loaned  to  it  by 
members. 

Following  these,  a  series  of  four  informal  talks  on  various  sub- 
jects with  appropriate  exhibits  will  follow  afternoon  teas.  Janu- 
ary will  bring  us  Mrs.  George  Pierce  Baker  who  will  speak  on  "A 
Social  Adventure."  Those  oi  us  who  have  been  fortunate  to  hear 
her  will  appreciate  the  charm  this  experience  holds.     Later,  Mrs. 
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William  Dowd  Scranton  will  speak  on  genealogy,  with  a  glimpse 
into  the  treasures  in  our  unusual  library,  a  talk  which  will  be 
fascinating  to  those  who  particularly  follow  this  subject  and  to 
those  who  wish  to  delve  into  it  deeper. 

From  our  collection  of  beautiful  old  glass  will  come  another 
subject.  Documents — comprising  letters,  diaries  and  maps; 
the  old  prints  and  paintings  in  the  Society's  possession;  lace,  sil- 
ver, costumes,  furniture  and  china  will  provide  others.  This  is 
but  the  beginning.  With  ideas  and  suggestions  from  our  mem- 
bers we  shall  show  both  new  and  old  accessions  to  our  Museum — 
that  the  charm  and  pleasures  of  the  past  together  with  their  hard- 
ships and  fortitudes  of  our  ancestors  shall  not  leave  our  awareness.

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CONSTITUTION 

(Adopted  November  13,  1899.     Amended  November   19,  1906) 

Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as.  The  New 
Haven  Colony  Historical  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and  pre- 
serve such  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  broadsides,  maps,  plans, 
charts,  paintings,  engravings,  lithographs,  and  other  pictorial  repre- 
sentations, manuscripts,  autograph  letters,  curiosities  and  antiquities 
of  every  kind  as  may  be  connected  with  or  may  illustrate  the  local 
history  of  the  towns  included  within  the  ancient  New  Haven  Col- 
ony ;  to  preserve  such  traditions  as  now  exist  only  in  the  memories 
of  aged  persons;  to  encourage  historical  and  antiquarian  investiga- 
tion and  to  disseminate  historical  information. 

Art.  3.  A  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  an 
Assistant  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  November.  At  the  annual  meeting  next  following  the 
adoption  of  this  Article  an  Advisory  Committee  of  not  less  than 
nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  members  shall  be  chosen :  said  committee 
to  be  arranged  in  three  equal  groups ;  the  first  to  serve  for  three 
years,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third  for  one  year.  At 
each  subsequent  annual  meeting  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
five  members  of  the  said  committee,  as  the  previous  (October) 
meeting  of  the  Society  may  fix  the  number,  shall  be  chosen  to  serve 
for  three  years.  If  no  action  is  taken  by  that  (October)  meeting 
the  number  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  group  of  members  whose 
term  expires  that  year.  It  shall  also  be  within  the  discretion  of  the 
Society  to  choose  honorary  members  of  the  said  committee,  not  to 
exceed  five  in  office  at  any  one  time,  from  among'  those  who  have 
served  as  officers  or  as  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee ;  said 
honorary  members  to  be  appointed  in  permanency  with  power  of 
voting  in  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  4.  These  officers  shall  together  constitute  a  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  collections  made  by  the 
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Society,  shall  provide  regulations  for  their  safety  and  proper  use, 
and  shall  prepare  business  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society, 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society 
by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars ;  or  an  annual  member  by  the  pay- 
ment of  five  dollars. 

Art.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Haven,  the  President 
of  Yale  University,  and  the  Town  Clerk  of  New  Haven,  shall 
be  cx-officio  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Art.  7.  The  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  on  such  evenings 
as  the  Directors  may  appoint. 

Art.  8.  The  collections  made  by  the  Society  shall  never  be 
broken  up  by  sale  nor  by  division  among  its  members,  nor  shall  they 
ever  be  removed  from  New  Haven ;  nor  shall  any  article  be  ex- 
changed or  disposed  of  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Directors,  or  by  the  consent  of  the  donors. 

Art.  9.  The  Constitution,  with  the  excq>tion  of  the  eighth 
article  (which  is  of  the  nature  of  a  contract),  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 
meeting ;  provided,  that  notice  of  such  amendment  shall  have  been 
given  at  some  meeting  at  least  one  month  previous. 


BY-LAWS 

I.  Life  members,  wherever  resident,  and  annual  members 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  ancient  Colony,  or  the  present 
County  of  New  Haven,  shall  alone  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Society.  Any  person  who  shall  sign  the  usual  form  of 
appHcation  for  membership  and  present  it  with  the  endorsement  of 
a  Director  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  payment  of  the  annual  fee 
of  $5.  shall  thereupon  be  enrolled  as  a  member  from  the  date  of 
such  payment ;  and  the  term  of  all  annual  memberships  shall  expire 
with  the  annual  meeting  next  after  subscriptions  are  paid.  Notice 
of  the  annual  fee  shall  be  sent  by  the  Society  to  every  annual  mem- 
ber at  least  one  month  before  the  time  for  the  expiration  of  the 
tent!  of  membership.  If  said  fee  is  not  paid  zinthin  two  months, 
the  Society  shall  send  a  second  notice  to  such  member  calling  atten- 
tion to  this  by-lazv  and  enclosing  a  bill,  and  if  the  fee  remains  tinpaid 
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thirty  days  after  the  uiailing  of  such  second  notice,  the  name  of  the 
inember  in  default  may  be  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the  Society  by 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  members  may  be  re-instated 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  shounng  satisfactory  reason  for  the 
omission  and  paying  the  amount  in  arrears.  (Amendment  adopted 
18th  December,  1922.) 

II.  Honorary  and  Corresponding'  members  may  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  a  regular  meeting"  of  the  Society  upon  nomination  of  the 
Directors ;  provided  such  nominations  shall  have  been  made  at  a 
previous  regular  meeting".  They  shall  consist  of  persons  residing" 
out  of  the  Colony  and  County  of  New  Haven,  who  may  be  dis- 
ting'uished  for  important  public  service  to  the  cause  of  historic 
investigation  and  general  literature. 

III.  A  committee  of  three  shall  be  annually  appointed  at  the 
October  meeting"  of  the  Society  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee and  to^  report  nominations  for  ofificers  and  members  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  in  season  for  action  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  but  nothing  in  the  action  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee shall  limit  the  right  of  any  member  of  the  Society  to  make 
nominations  at  the  annual  meeting  for  any  office  that  may  be  filled 
by  the  action  of  that  meeting". 

IV.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  of  the  Directors  ;  shall  call,  by  himself,  or  the  Secretary,  special 
meetings,  when  requested  l:>y  five  members;  and  shall  deliver  or 
make  provision  for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting.  In  his 
absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
President. 

V.  The  Secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
shall  have  custody  of  the  files,  records  and  seal  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  also  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  for  membership,  and 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  O'f  money  to 
the  Society ;  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  in  writing  of  the  President 
or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  same  may  be 
contracted,  all  accounts  against  the  Society ;  and  shall,  at  least  five 
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days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  each  year,  render 
to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society 
a  minute  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  and  of  the 
property  and  debts  of  the  Society  to  and  including"  October  31st  of 
each  year,  which  statement  shall  be  carefully  examined  and  certified 
to  by  said  committee  before  being"  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  bonded  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society  in  such  a  sum  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  direct,  in 
some  reliable  surety  company,  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  such  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  such 
security  being  eflfected  as  aforesaid. 

VII.  The  Directors  may  appoint  a  Librarian  and  a  Curator, 
who  shall,  under  their  supervision,  arrange,  protect  and  catalogue 
all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  other  articles  deposited  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Society ;  and  shall,  before  every  annual  meeting, 
make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  condition  of  the  library 
and  collections. 

VIII.  The  Directors  shall  provide  each  year  for  the  public 
reading  of  papers,  or  delivery  of  historical  lectures ;  the  manu- 
scripts of  which  papers  and  lectures  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the 
authors,  be  owned  and  preserved  by  the  Society. 

IX.  Committees  on  the  various  departments  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  report  as  the 
Directors  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  such  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

X.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Directors,  to 
whom  the  Directors  may  entrust  such  part  of  their  duties  as  they 
judge  best. 

XI.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  who  shall  advise  with  and 
direct  the  Treasurer  respecting  the  care  and  investment  of  the  funds 
of  the  Society  and  be  the  standing  auditors  of  his  accounts.  They 
shall  annually  inspect  the  securities  in  which  said  funds  may  be 
invested  and  certify  to  the  results  of  such  inspection  in  writing. 

XII.  A  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  general  oversight  of  the  building,  its  use  and  the  arrange- 
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ments  of  its  contents,  with  power  to  receive  or  decline  gifts  other 
than  those  which  are  offered  specifically  to  the  historical  collections 
of  the  Society. 

XIII.  A  Committee  on  Relics,  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  power  to  receive  or  decline  such  gifts  as  may  be  offered 
as  additions  to  the  historical  collections  in  the  custody  of  the  Society, 
shall  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  the  authenticity  and  history  of  the 
objects  now  preserved  in  its  care,  and  shall  give  attention  to  increas- 
ing these  collections.  This  committee  shall  also  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  preparing  or  revising  a  catalogue  of  the  Relics  in  the 
custody  of  the  Society  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Directors. 

XIV'.  A  Publication  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President  and 
Secretary  and  three  members,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  publica- 
tion of  the  papers  of  the  Society  as  authorized  by  the  Directors. 

XV.  A  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of 
whom  the  Librarian  shall  be  one,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  increase 
the  collections  of  books  and  documents  which  are  or  may  be  of 
historic  interest. 

XVI.  A  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  maintain  and  increase  the  membership  of 
the  Society. 

XVII.  A  Committee  to  arrange  for  the  reading  of  papers,  con- 
sisting of  President,  Secretary,  and  three  Directors. 

XVIII.  A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  numbering  five  or 
more,  may  be  appointed  by  the  Directors  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XIX.  1.  The  Directors  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  a  year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  specify;  and  seven 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly  except  during  the  summer 
months. 

XX.  Notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Societ}'.  which  shall 
be  held  in  November,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  l)y  mail,  and 
in  all  meetings  duly  called  and  notified  fifteen  members  shall  be 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 
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XXI.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society 
shall  he  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Report  of  donations, 

3.  Reading  of  letters  received  in  correspondence. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Written  communications  or  lectures. 

6.  Verbal  communications. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

XXII.  All  donations  to  the  Society,  and  deposits  with  the  same, 
shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  reported  to  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  dnd  proper  written  acknowl- 
edgments shall  be  made  therefor. 

XXIII.  Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Society,  such  alterations  having  been  proposed 
at  a  previous  meeting,  or  proposed  by  the  Directors.

1.  Manuscripts.  Family  papers,  letters,  diaries,  military  rolls, 
deeds,  wills,  record  of  extinct  churches,  business  houses,  or  public 
corporations,  such  as  turnpike  companies,  etc. 

2.  Printed  Matter.  Local  histories,  family  g-enealog'ies,  files 
of  Connecticut  newspapers  (bound  or  unbound),  reports  of  anni- 
versaries of  towns,  churches,  etc.,  and  of  Connecticut  religious, 
educational,  mercantile  or  social  institutions.  Anything  printed  in 
the  Thirteen  Colonies  or  the  United  States  prior  to  1800.  Any 
books  or  pamphlets,  published  in  New  Haven,  whether  before  or 
after  1800.  down  to  the  present  time. 

3.  Cabinet.  Portraits  of  well-known  Connecticut  men  and 
women,  badges,  medals,  flags,  swords,  Indian  relics,  historic  china 
or  plate,  and  other  memorials,  especially  those  which  illustrate  local 
or  American  history. 
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
